Kamel Fahmy Bey, of Egypt, was sent 
to jail Tuesday for the murder of her 
husband. 
Bedecked in priceless diamonds and 
ropes of pearls, the 
princess broke 
down and was half carried from the 
prisoners’ box at Bow street Tuesday 
afternoon, thirteen hours 
after the 
prince, once gay favorite of London 
and Paris society, was found bleeding 
from numerous bullet' wounds in the 
: corridor of his suite at the Savoy. 
Prince Aly was 22, ten years young­ 
er than his beautiful bride. 
He was 
extremely wealthy and a popular figure 
in English and French ballrooms. He 
had but recently brought the Princess 
Marie from Paris. 
It was about 2:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning when hotel servants heard a 
succession of revolver shots. 
Those 
who rushed to the prince’s suite found 
him lying in his pajamas in the cor­ 
ridor.* 
He was unconscious and had a 
gaping wound in the head.

During the past few weeks growers 
leave shinned the berries at the rate 
of more than 500 bushels a day, on 
several davs the shipments containing 
800 and 900 bushels.

R ight now the farm ers of Penn­ 
sylvania 
are experiencing

‘attacks by in­ 
jurious insect 
pests th a t they have 
ever been forced to 
contend with. 
Of the 100,000 different kinds of in­ 
sect pests known in the state, there 
are a dozen or more th a t are eating 
their way towards milking of dol­ 
lars in fruit and 
farm crop losses. 
The attack is general throughout the 
state, except for some few localized 
spots where damage control is 
pos­ 
sible in some 
instances where the 
usual 
methods 
advocated 
by the 
State College 
extension service are 
followed. 
The situation is summed 
up by Professor H. E. Hodgkiss, ex­

Flea 
beetles, especially 
the 
“ pale 
striped flea beetle”, are also 
causing dam age to potatoes, and it 
is 
about time for aphids 
and leaf 
hoppers 
to 
show up 
on 
potatoes. 
They are expected to be bad in sec­ 
tions this year, and it is advisable to 
watch for them. 
Plants 
should be 
sprayed, even if 
only a few appear, 
using 
nicotine in the Bordeaux 
for 
the lice. 
Asparagus beetles are al­ 
so proving to be very dam aging and 
should be attacked with arsenate of 
lead, either as a spray or a dust. 
The codling moth is coming 
late 
this year and the second brood may 
be 
controlled by 
the 
midsummer 
spray 
which this 
year 
may be as 
late as the first ten days of August. 
Bud moths and leaf rollers were bad 
last 
fall and 
give indications that 
they 
will cause great 
dam age this 
fall. 
Lead arsenate is 
advised as a 
control measure. 
In the 
southern 
counties this should be applied about 
the middle of September. 
Hessian fly has already made it­ 
self 
apparent and 
much wheat 
is 
down as a result. 
I^ate planting in 
the fall is 
the prime factor iii the 
control of the pest. 
Locusts 
have been 
dam aging in 
the central 
Pennsylvania 
counties 
and peach borers will be active dur­ 
ing the summer. “ P. D. B.” applied 
between September! IO 
and October 
15 routs the borers. 
The augoumois grain moth is not 
the least of the pests that Pennsyl- 
\a n ia 
farm ers are 
bothered with, 
and grain fumigation demonstrations 
by State College specialists will start 
July 18. 
Early threshing and fum i­ 
gation with carbon bisulfide is advo­ 
cated.

the most active and dam aging in the 
state at this time. 
to p p e r Spray Makes Better Potatoes 
The 
food value of 
potatoes that 
have been sprayed during tl>e grow ­ 
ing season with the usual copper so­ 
lution 
has been found to be higher 
than that of potatoes th at were not 
sprayed. 
The starch and 
nitrogen 
content of tubers 
treated with Bor­ 
deaux 
is increased, 
according to a 
recent bulletin on 
the subject from 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and which has come to the attention 
of County Agent Underwood. 
The spray not only has the effect 
of controlling the diseases for which 
r is 
applied, but the yield is prac­ 
tically 
doubled 
and 
the 
keeping 
quality of the tuber is increased. The 
improved quality was noted especial­ 
ly in Pennsylvania last season, the 
sprayed potatoes coming through the 
dry spell in fine shape. 
The quality 
for table 
use was considered 
the 
best ever raised in Pennsylvania. 
This 
year there 
are over 25,000 
acres of potatoes being sprayed in 
Pennsylvania. The acreage in Adams 
County is estimated at 50. Scores of 
growers will produce over 300 bush­ 
els to the acre as against not much 
more than IOO bushels for the state 
average. Five years ago when State 
College 
extension 
specialists 
and 
county agents began to preach “po­ 
tato m entality”, there were less than 
a dozen spraying m achines in the en­ 
tire state. Today there are upwards 
of 3000 machines and as many up-to- 
date potato farm ers out to decrease 
productions costs. 
According to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture bulletin, results ob­ 
tained 
in seven 
states, 
including 
Pennsylvania, showed an average of 
2,591 pounds of solids of tubers per 
acre 
for 
the nop-copper 
sprayed 
plants, and 3,430 pounds#of solids for 
the copper-sprayed plants, an aver­ 
age increase of 32.4 per cent or 48 
bushels.
